Some Need To Apply For Benefits 


This is the (weltih In s series 
of articles by Ralph Brasher, 
Social Security district man- 
acer of East St. Louis, telling 
what the social security amend¬ 
ments of IKS mean to Quad- 
City families. 

Working people past 65 who 
have not yet applied for social 
security benefits will need to 
make application to protect their 
new medicare rights. 

Protection under the social 
security financed program of 
hospital insurance and also under 
the voluntary medical insurance 
plan covers doctor bills and a 
variety of other medical serv¬ 
ices. 

Effective Next July 

Both programs go Into effect in 
July 1966, and are available to 
all persons now 65 or over, or 
reaching 65 In the next few 
years, whether or not they are 
eligible for cash social security 
benefit — and whether they are 
retired or still working. 

Because benefits under both 
the hospital and the medical in- 
sur.ance programs are payable 
whetlier a person is retired or 
still working, there is more rea¬ 
son lhan ever for older persons 


to apply to their social security 
district offices as soon as they 
reach 65. 

A number will even find that 
they can collect some or all of 
their monthly cash benefits al¬ 
though they continue to work. 

Benefits Liberalized 

“Many people,” Brasher said, 
“think that you have to retire 
completely in order to draw any 
monthly benefits. This is not 
true, and amendments to the law 
that go into effect in 1966 further 
liberalize the provisions as to 
how a social security benefici¬ 
ary's earnings will affect his so¬ 
cial security benefit payments. 

These amendments also pro¬ 
vide that the benefit rate of a 
person who goes on working past 
63 will be automatically reflg- 
ured to take account of the earn¬ 
ings he has after he files his 
original application for bene¬ 
fits.”

A. Assuming you have bought 
stock in a well-managed com¬ 
pany, one that is paying regular 
dividends and is growing as fast 
or faster than the economy in 
general and its own particular 
industry in particular, you prob¬ 
ably will hold it indefinitely. 

Or you will at least hold it 
until you need the money for 
something else, or until careful 
study and thorough knowledge 
convince you that you can invest 
it to bettor advantage elsewhere. 

Few of us are so astute that we 
manuge to buy a company’s 
stock at Its very bottom and then 
sell it at the precise moment it 
reaches it.s peak. Attempting to 
do so involves tin element of 
trading that the National Associa¬ 
tion of Investment Clubs strongly 
iidvises its members against. 

It is belter to buy stock with 
an idea of long-range growth 
and dividends lhan to try to 
outguess the market. 

However, a distinction must be 
drawii between this kind of hold¬ 
ing and between reluctance to 
sell because we hate to admit 
we made a mistake in buying the 
stock in the first place. 

.^orne investors get emotionally 
iiv:l''ed with their stock hold¬ 


ings and hang onto them out of a 
misplaced loyalty. 

You should review your stocks 
once a year and if, on careful 
study, one appears not to have 
the potential you originally fig¬ 
ured it did. then you should rid 
yourself of it. 

Q. What can ! expect to realize 
out of my stock market invest¬ 
ments? 

A. A recent study by the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago indicates that 
a random selection of stocks 
purchased and dividends rein¬ 
vested during the first part of 
this century brought the investor 
a return of approximately 9% 
compounded annually, if he 
bought and held. This Involves 
inclusion of poor stocks as well 
as good stocks in the portfolio. 

The survey backs up an NAIC 
contention; You will likely make 
more money in the long run by 
buying and holding good-grade 
securities than you will if you en¬ 
gage in short-term buying and 
selling.

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Immediate Need For Additional 
State Road Construction Funds 

An analysis newly completed by the Illinois 
Highway Study Commission strongly indicates that 
the state should give immediate consideration to 
increasing either or both of- its principal sources of 
road funds, gasoline taxes and motor vehicle li¬ 
cense fees. 

Highway construction is lagging. Too many 
projects are being delayed for too long. This is 
true throughout the state and particularly in the 
' Quad-Cities, where Nameoki road. Riverfront 
Route I 51 and access streets to the riverfront high¬ 
way are of great importance. 

Even ifexu|ing timetables are met., which is 
usually notJMp^ase. Route 151 construction will 
occur much TOO late—four to six years from now— 
causing this community to forfeit port area indus¬ 
trial, shipping and warehousing projects that other¬ 
wise could be obtained. For the want of a penny 
or two in taxes, many dollars may be lost to Quad- 
City families. 

The problem is compounded by the fact that 
federal tax dollars are being lost, some of them 
forever, by Illinois, 'i’hey are being diverted to 
road programs in other states because Illinois is not 
matching them with state highway dollars. 

Of $30,700,000 state funds available in 1966 
after Interstate allocations. $10 to S'l 5 million will 
be needed for local-type roads. The remaining 
$1 3 to $20 million falls far short of the $32,200,- 
000 federal funds available for the Illinois primary 
and urban system on a 30-50 basis. 

To avoid being "penny wise and pound fool¬ 
ish," it is becoming increasingly clear that Illinois 
will have to increase its five-cents-a-gallo^motor 
fuel tax to six or seven cents for highway n^poscs 
as well as studying possible license fee r^isions.

Sound Zoning, Planning Code 
Decision by Madison, Venice 

Zoning and planning codes to be drawn up 
for the cities of Venice and Madison can prove to 
be of tremendous help to the two municipalities 
even though both cities are nearly completely built- 
up already. 

This is true because no city remains entirely 
the same. As years and decades go by. property 
changes hands, old buildings are torn down and 
replaced, types and methods of construction 
change and goods and processes once in general 
use either go out of existence or evolve into new 
products and manufacturing techniques. 

With zoning in effect, this evolution can grad¬ 
ually bring about the same benefits of zoning in 
undeveloped areas^-compatible land usage, with 
all kinds of development encouraged but separated 
sufficiently to avoid harming properly values. 
Planning also is helpful in centering attention on 
improvements needed to round out the facilities 
and services available in a municipality. 

Madison and Venice are on the right track 
in asking the .Southwestern Illinois Metropolitan 
.Area Planning Commission to carry out a zoning- 
planning study financed by them and the federal
